FEMA’s final ‘90 audit costs city $30,000.00

Action at a special Elba City 
Council meeting Monday evening 
cost the city treasury over $30,000, 
but paying that bill got the city gov- 
ernment a $50,000 check in return. 

The final audit on the 1990 Feder- 
al Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) disaster grants resulted in a 
request Elba repay $30,826, ac- 


cording to Coffee County Emer- . 


gency Management Director Charles 
Webb. Elba received over $800,000 
in FEMA funds after flood waters 
from the Pea River and Whitewater 
Creek broke the levee and flooded 
downtown Elba in March 1990, 

Mr. Webb assured city officials 
this audit, was not unusual, nor was 
the repayment of certain federal 
funds. He explained that FEMA is 


required by law to do audits on such 
large disaster grants. 

Webb explained that the two 
large items in this were clearly 
owed. One was money to buy new 
air conditioners for city hall, when 
later examination revealed only re- 
pairs were needed. The second was 
money to pay for freeze-drying flood 
damaged city records but no bill was 
ever received for this $5,165 of 
work, 

Webb said Coffee County paid 
the Texas firm for restoring all 
county and city records and were re- 
imbursed directly by FEMA for this 
work. 

Webb said these two items ac- 
counted for over $20,000 for the 
money due to be refunded. 

He said he felt some of the other 
items maybe should have been al- 
lowed but if the city held up re-

payment, all future FEMA funds 
would be withheld until the matter 
was settled. 

Webb had worked with city of- 
ficials and the Alabama Emergency 
Management Agency to get the re- 
fund reduced from the original audit 
figure of $107,000. He reported they 
had formally requested the balance 
be waived but was told this was not 
legal. 

Webb recommended the city pay 
the refund, take the $50,798 check 
FEMA had issued as partial payment 
for 1994 flood damage and continue 
appealing some of the other charges. 
The city council accepted this rec- 
ommendation. 

$38,578 of the new amount will 
go to pay the contractor who re- 
paired the collapsed sewer line on 
Troy Highway immediately after the 
July flood. 


Sheriff's investigators break up burglary ring

Investigators with the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department have 
broken up a large scale burglary ring 
operating in a five-county area. 

On Tuesday morning, Coffee 
County Sheriff Mickey Counts and 
Chief Deputy Ben Moates held a 
press conference to announce the ar- 
rests and to show off numerous sto- 


len items recovered during the inves- © 


tigation. 

Individuals who have been arest- 
ed so far, in the case are: Jeremy 
Parker, 18, and Joseph Spangenberg, 
18. Both men are from the New 
Brockton area. 

Also, petitions have been signed 
on seven juveniles ranging in age 


from 16 tol7 years old. All are boys ; 


and from the New Brockton area, 

Heading up the investigation 
were Senior Investigator Leslie Hus- 
sey and Investigator Patrick Norris, 
both of whom are with the Coffee 
County Shreiff’s Department. 

The first break in the case, which 
has been going on for more than two 
years, came on Monday, September 
12, 

Investigators received a tip of a 
possible suspect, a juvenile, in the 
recent burglaries of Old Stephens 
Store. This was not the first tip re- 
ceived on this individual. 

The youth, whose name was not 
released due to his juvenile status, 
was interviewed by Investigators 
Hussey and Norris. During question- 
ing (on more than one occasion), the 
suspect finally admitted to involve- 
ment in the Old Stephens Store bur- 
galry and provided information 
which led to other inviduals. 

More questioning by investigators 
of the other suspects eventually led 
to the solving of other burglaries 
which have occurred in towns and 
cities with in Coffee County . 

As Hussey and Norris worked the 
case, information received from sus- 
pects and clues from recovered sto- 
len items eventually led them to bur-

glaries which had occurred in 
Covington, Dale, Geneva and Pike 
counties. 

Officials from the Enterprise, 
Elba, New Brockton, Troy, Opp, 
Ozark, and Samson police depart- 
ments have been contacted and they 
have become involved in the investi- 
gation. 

The buglaries involved stores, au- 
tomobiles, drink machines, newpa- 
per stands, mini warehouses, coin 


operated vaccum cleaners, conces- 
sion stands and one residence. 

Also burgalrized in Coffee 
County was the Boy Scout Camp 
(Camp Alaflo). Items taken were 
firearms and archery equipment. 
Some of those items have been re- 
covered.

The board gaye final approval to 
the Soil Conservation Service (SCS) 
erosion contro! project which will 
cost a total of $86,250 with the 
school furnishing only $17,250.

History Poised to Repeat Itself in Haiti 


Last Thursday’s address to the 
nation by President Clinton set the 


stage for his impending invasion of 
the tiny Caribbean island nation of 


Haiti. 

We were told that taking over 
the smallest and weakest country in 
the Western Hemisphere is in keep- 
ing with our national interests. Yet 
the president never identified those 
interests. History should be our guide. 

When you take away all the 
emotionalism, there really is no valid 
case for American military interven- 
tion in Haiti. 

President Clinton’s sole inter- 
est in occupying Haiti appears to be 
based on the local regime’s viola- 
tions of human rights and rebuilding 
his own credibility in the foreign 
policy arena, rather than on any per- 
ceived threat to the United States or 
its citizens, 

Let’s look atthe facts. Haitias 
a human rights violator is not alone. 
In fact, the United Nations is cur- 
rently scrutinizing more than 20 coun- 
tries for human rights violations, in- 
cluding our neighbors Cuba and El 
Salvador, 

What makes Haiti so special? 
Can the United States now single- 
handedly take on the role as the 
world’s policeman? 

Haiti is a country about the 
size of Maryland with the poorest 
economy in our hemisphere and a 
literacy rate of less than 25 percent. 

Tobe frank, the United States 
military should have little trouble 
going into that impoverished land, 
the real problem will be getting out, 
History proves this point. 

The president says we have an 
interest in bolstering democracy and 


human rights in Haiti. Events in 
Somalia have made painfully clear 
that we do not have the means nor the 
ability to send American troops to 
forcibly impose democracy and re- 
spect for human rights on dozens ot 
foreign countries, 

U.S. forces occupied Haiti 
for 19 years, from 1914 to 1934, 
without achieving any durable po- 
litical reform. 

In fact, democracy never ma- 
terialized as a result of our occupa- 
tion. There is simply no reason to 
believe that our will can be imposed 
on Haiti any more effectively today. 

In response to the president's 
threats of invasion, | have cospon- 
sored a resolution that expresses the 
sense of the Congress that the United 
States should notundertake any mili- 
tary action against Haiti unless the 
president first certifies to the Con- 
gress that there exists. a clear and 
present danger to the citizens of the 
United States and that U.S. interests 
require such action. 

As of late last week, the presi- 
dent had failed to consult with Con- 
gress on his plans to invade Haiti. 
Also last week, polls indicated that 
more than 60 percent of Americans 
favor Congressional approval before 
any such action takes place. 

Americans remember all too 
well how humanitarian peacekeep- 
ing missions can go badly wrong. 

Eighteen of our young men 
lost their lives while U.S. and U.N. 
forces went on a futile manhunt of 
Somalia’s former leader. 

Let’s learn something from 
the past before we commit more 
American lives and scarce resources 
to harm’s way.

No matter how well in- 


tended, every reform plan yet 
presented will cost too much 
and will not solve the prob- 
lems, rather they will result in 
a less than adequate govern- 
ment controlled health care 
system. As already evidenced 
by a statement from Surgeon 
General Joycelyn Elders-it will 
result in government limits on 
health care spending for the 
elderly and those with previous 
conditions such as heart prob- 
lems or cancer “who are going 
to die anyway”, It’s clear that a 
government-run program 
would eventually lead to ra- 
tioning; mean higher taxes; 
cost as many as 15,000 jobs in 
Alabama alone; and undermine 
our information security since 
it would provide access to all 
personal medical records. 

The minor reforms needed 
are in the private sector and in 
the legal system. Each of the 
government mandated health 
care programs establishes a 
new federal bureaucracy and 
creates a national commission 
or boards which will establish 
standard benefits packages and 
determine which medical treat- 
ments and insurance coverage 
plans are appropriate for peo- 
ple, regardless or individual 
need, Further, the 20 plus gov- 
emment-controlled plans thus 
far proposed will subsidize un- 
healthy habits and morally 
wrong procedures, and dis- 


courage —_ Cdst-consciousness 
among consumers, 

Yes, we need some minor 
Medicare and Medicaid re- 
forms, to prevent abuse, but a 
better alternative-proposed by 
CSE is the idea of an in- 
dividually controlled _tax- 
deductible Medical Savings 
Account, much like an IRA, 
Under that plan an individual 
can help cover some of his 
own or family’s expenses and 
purchase a private insurance 
policy that meets his own med- 
ical needs and ability to pay. 
As one whose been through 
the health care system, I sup- 
port universal access, port- 
ability and choice of coverage, 
including renewability _ re- 
gardless of pre-existing condi- 
tions, As a small business per- 
son, | oppose any mandated 
coverage, A simple reform 
plan shouldn’t require a_ bill 
that starts with 1,300 pages or 
regulations, 

All plans being considered 
dictate how and where con- 
sumers buy insurance, They 
dictate what employers must 
do. They control what health 
care providers can do, and they 
will leave the consumer at the 
mercy of the government pol- 
iticians-the very antithesis 
upon which this country was 
founded, All will result’ in 
more taxes and less care-as ev- 
idenced by what the govern- 


ment already has done with the 
military and veterans medical 
systems, This is certainly not 
the objective I want in any pro- 
gram of health care reform. 

Individuals must become in- 
volved, write letters, make 
calls and visit local congres- 
sional offices. We must learn 
more about what health care 
reform means from the con- 
sumer’s point of view. Either 
we, the people, speak out, or 
prepare to fall in line when 
government control is in ef- 
fect. 

Unless we, the consumers, 
give input and take re- 
sponsibility to communicate, 
we will allow the greatest 
health care system in the world 
to be destroyed by the very 
policy makers we entrusted to 
look after the people’s interest.

AU Scientist finds possible treatment 
for aids, animal retroviruses 


An Auburn University scientist 
has discovered a plant extract that 
destroys retroviruses, a finding that 
could be used to treat AIDS and 
many major animal diseases. 

Emilio C. Mora, a professor of 
microbiology in the AU Department 
of Poultry Science, isolated the anti- 
viral plant material in February 
1993. The National Institutes of 
Health (NIH) confirmed in tests last 
year and earlier this year that the 
compound, known as MLH-4, is 
“moderately active” in protecting 
white blood cells from HIV, the ret- 
rovirus that causes AIDS. 

“As for as | know, MLH-4 is the 
first compound that actually destroys 
the virus,” said Mora, whose re- 
search is supported by the Alabama 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 
“There are many new compounds 
being tested to inhibit the process in 
which HIV infects white blood cells, 
but these don’t kill the virus. 

“Tn tests in our lab, MLH-4 disin- 
tegrated retroviruses in mice,” Mora 
added. “Retroviruses are a broad 
family of viruses that infect humans 
and animals. Whether they cause 
AIDS or mouse leukemia, retrovirus- 
es are all very similar.” 

“For a new material to be classi- 
fied as ‘active’ against HIV, it must 
be completely protective at a given 
concentration,” said John Bader, 
chief of the NIH Anti-Viral Evalua- 
tion Branch. “Those categorized as 
moderately active either do. not 


’ achieve complete protection or re- 


quire a greater concentration. 

“However, once a compound is 
well defined, it is sometimes possi- 
ble to find an analogue (similar 
chemical) that i$ more potent,” Bad- 
er added. “It is also possible that, 
once a material is resolved into its 
most active components, it could be 
chemically altered to enhance its ac- 
tivity against the virus. A long ex- 
perimental process is required after 
the initial discovery of a promising 
new material.” 

Although NIH does not plan to 
perform secondary research on 
MLH4, officials did request addi- 
tional information on Mora’s plant 
extract after its chemical structure is 
fully analyzed. 

According to Bader, about 15,000 
natural materials and 10,000 synthet- 
ic compounds are submitted to the 
national lab’s AIDS drug discovery 
program for testing each year. So 


tar, 1,038 have proven active, and 
1,365 have been categorized as mod- 
erately active. 

Mora will retire on September 1 
after serving 36 years on the Auburn 
faculty, but he plans to continue re- 
search to develop MLH-4 for future 
human and animal use. Once the 
chemical structure of MLH-4 is 
mapped out, Mora said he will sub- 
mit the compound for patenting. 

“Because of the necessary confi- 
dentiality surrounding patent appli- 
cation, I cannot discuss the nature of 
the plant that yielded MLH-4,” Mora 
said. 

“J have been working with plant 
material for more than 25 years, 
searching for compounds that can be 
used to treat human and animal dis- 
eases,” Mora added. “The procedure 
basically involves observing how a 
plant grows. Specifically, does it 
seem to inhibit the growth of other 
plants? Does it appear to be resistant 
to disease? What is the duration of 
the plant’s life? And, is the plant 
harmless to humans and animals?” 

Once a promising plant is located, 
Mora screens its chemical compo- 
nents against disease-causing bacte- 
ria, fungi, viruses, and parasites. 
Much of his work involves detailed 
studies with an electron microscope. 
Mora has isolated valuable antibacte- 
rial, antifungal, and antiparasitic 
compounds, but MLH-4 was the first 
antiviral material he discovered. 

Mora tested MLH-4 against the 
retrovirus that causes leukemia in 
mice. MLH-4 weakened and broke 
apart the outer structures of the retro- 
virus, causing most of the virus’ in- 
ternal contents to empty out. Mora, 
an internationally respected expert in 
electron microscopy, was the first to 
capture images of retrovirus destruc- 
tion with an electron microscope. 

In humans, retroviruses create tu- 
mors in antibody-producing cells, 
thus damaging the immune system. 
In poultry, they cause various forms 
of cancer, costing producers millions 
of dollars a year. MLH-4 could ben- 
efit animal health care, as well as the 
war on AIDS, Mora said. 

Mora is part of a poultry science 
research team which has developed 
several viral and bacterial vaccines 
for poultry. His research has played 
a major role in the development of 
the poultry industry in the Southeast.

The writer of Proverbs said, 
“Train up a child in the way he 
should go, and when he is old he 
Will not depart from it.” In this day 
Of two working parents, Day-Care 
Centers, baby-sitters, ctc., it is doub- 
ly important to give our children the 
proper spiritual counsel and training. 

General Douglas MacArthur, one 
of the 20th Century’s true heroes, 
Iclt a spiritual legacy to his son, Ar- 
thur.

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PIGERS STILI VTING FIRST WIN OF YOUNG SEASON 


The Elba Tigers continued to be one of the “surprise teams” of the 1994 


ison last week, but for all the wrong reasons, as the Tigers saw their 
cord dip to 0-3 with a 17-6 loss to the 2A Georgiana Panthers. The loss 
left the Tigers with a four-game losing streak dating back to last season’s 


loss in the playoffs, and during the four-game skid, the Tigers have been 
outscored 104-48 by St. Paul’s, Charles Henderson, T.R. Miller and 


Georgiana. Going back even further, since Elba's state championship win 
over Lamar County in 1992, the Tigers have a 7-8 record and have lost 
four of Seven games played in Elba. The 0-3 start for Elba is a shock to 
Elba far d football fans across the state; however, after looking back, 


maybe the most recent skid is simply a continuation of hard times for the 
ligers. 

Back to the loss to Georgiana....Elba did look better in the second half 
and outplayed Georgiana in most every area, although it was outscored 7 
0 on the scoreboard over the final two quarters. The Elba offense was al- 
most non-cxistence in the first half as the Tigers made only four first 
downs, with two of the first downs coming on Georgiana penalties, and 
39 of the total of 62 yards coming on one big pass play. The offense came 
out determined in the second half and played physical football as the Ti- 
gers simply ran straight at the big and physical Georgiana defense. Elba’s 
offense moved the ball 44 yards in six running plays (a 7-yard average per 
Carry) on its first drive of the second half, only to stop itself with a hold- 
ing penalty. The second time the Tigers got the ball they marched 90 
yards in seven plays (an average of almost 13 yards per play), but again 
stopped themselves with a fumble at the Georgiana seven-yardline. Pass 
interceptions stopped short drives on Elba’s third and fourth series, while 
on the Tigers’ final two possessions they had to gamble and weren’t able 
to drive the football. The offense began to come around in the second 
half, and much of the success was due to the offensive line, where the Ti- 
gers began to dominate and take charge, The mistakes that kept the Tigers 
out of the endzone were caused by carelessness, and trying too hard, both 
of which can be corrected. 

The defense also came to play in the second half and dominated play at 
the line of scrimmage. The defense allowed Georgiana to convert on key 
third down plays in the first half that kept drives alive, and the secondary 
continued to get burned as the Panthers passed for 73 yards in the opening 
two quarters. The line took charge in the second half and looked dom- 
inaling at times, especially inside the tackles. The defense seemed con- 
fused much of the first half, but simply got after its opponents in the sec- 
ond half and did much better. The defense still needs to make some 
changes in its coverage in the secondary, especially in passing situations, 
but Friday night it did at least begin to put the pads on some people and 
get the attention of the opposing offense. 

Summing up the win, it was a little disappointing that Elba could play 
well in the second half and Georgiana could make as many mistakes as it 
did, and the outcome was still an 11-point loss for the Tigers. As dis- 
appointed as the players and their fans are to be 0-3, I’m sure that every- 
one realizes that the Tigers played better in the final two quarters and lost 
due to their on mistakes. Mistakes can be corrected, while effort can’t be 
coached and has to come from each individual player. The effort was 
there and the mistakes can be corrected. Maybe before long the Tigers 
will put it all together and the wins that will come will make everyone for- 
get the losses.

light work they do not need nearly 
the feed requirement as a horse that 
is working hard. There is no need to 
continue feeding a high energy diet 
to an idle horse that is in good ade- 
quate body condition. 

Abrupt changes in activity and/or 
dict increase the chance of injury 
and illness in a horse. Horse owners 
should back the horse down gradual- 
ly from hard work until winter turn- 
out. Generally the more fit the horse 
is the more gradual the let down 
should be. 

Be careful! Once you have idled 
the horse down" you can’t suddenly 
expect the horse to perform at his 
peak at say a team penning or 
cutting horse event without first get- 
ting the horse back into shape. 

To let the horse down, decrease 
the horse’s grain ration and increase 
its forage or hay ration over a period 


of several weeks. At the same time 


gradually increase the horse’s pas- 
ture turnout time. If a horse is ex- 
tremely fit or fat, these horses may 
need to be turned out in a small pen 
or paddock. It may be a round pen or 
a small riding arena and this should 
be done for several weeks before in- 
troducing them to a large pasture. 
The reason for this is to prevent inju- 
ries and over-heating which might 
occur if the horse was allowed to run 
at will in a large pasture. Another 
reason is that in a smaller area the 
horse owner can better monitor the - 
horse’s activity level and intervene if 
the horse is getting too rowdy or too 
hot. You have to remember that it is 
in a horse’s nature to mun and many 
times they will take off and run and 
won't back off before they hurt 
themselves. 

Other things that need to be done 
to winter an idle horse: check and re- 
pair fencing; check pastures for dan- 
gerous conditions such as low tree 
branches, broken glass and holes. 
Remember to do this before turning 
the horses out. 

Horses should receive their fall 
booster shots for eastern and westem 
sleeping sickness. We generally rec- 
ommend a spring and fall booster for 
encephalomyelitis. You should talk 
to your veterinarian because they 
may also recommend a rabies vacci- 
nation for horses that are turned out. 
Brood mares should receive an 
equine viral rhinopneumonitis vac- 
cine at five, seven and nine months 
of gestation. This is a viral abortion 
shot. 

If your horse can go without 
shoes, pull shoes and trim the 
horse’s feet during the fall period. 
Remember to check the horse’s feet 
regularly and trim the horse’s feet as 
needed during the winter. 

A horse’s teeth should be checked 
in the fall, Look at the molars for 
sharp points which can cut the 
cheeks or tongue and float the 
horse’s teeth to rasp off these sharp 
points if needed. 

Continue to deworm the horse on 
a regular basis. My suggestion is 
every other month, Here again, you 
may want to talk to your veterinarian 
and get their opinion, Make sure you 
use a deworming compound that 
kills BOTS during late fall and early 
winter, 

Make sure the horse has a readily 
available source of clean water and 
make sure the horse is drinking wa- 
ter during sudden onset of cold 
weather, Many times horses will de- 
crease their water consumption dur- 
ing colder weather and combined 
with a high forage diet this can lead 
to impaction colic, 

Give horses enough energy so 
they can build a slight cover of body 
fat before cold weather, A thin cover 
of body fat helps horses stay warm 
during cold weather, Most mature 
horses at rest will build an adequate 
fat cover on good pasture alone, 
However, young horses, lactating 
mares, or horses in a thin condition 
may need extra energy. This can be 
done by providing a heightened 
grain ration to build up body fat be- 
fore winter, One good combination 
is to mix a good quality bagged 
horse feed fifty fifty with oats, 

If pregnant mares are grazing fun- 
gus infected fescue pastures (which I 
doubt we have around this area) you 
should make plans now to remove 


them from the fescue during their 
last imester of pregnancy. If preg- 
nant mares in their last trimester 
raze fescue that is infected with a 
fungus they can have foaling prob- 
ems.

Good nutrition 


can lead to 
good health 


Almost all of us these days are 
more conscious of our good health. 
Making positive choices in your dict 
every day promotes good nutrition 
and good health. There are some rel- 
atively easy ways for you to eat a 
healthy diet. 

First, eat a variety of foods. No 
one kind of food provides all the nu- 
trients a person needs. It’s important 
to eat a wide variety of foods each 


day such as fruits and vegetables, 


whole cereals, lean meats, skinless 
poultry, fish, dry peas and beans, 
and low-fat dairy products. 

You should maintain a desirable 
weight. Being very overweight or 
obese is a risk factor for many dis- 
eases. Heart disease, high blood 
pressure, diabetes and some types of 
cancers are some diseases where 
obesity has been identified as a risk 
factor. 

Try to avoid fat, saturated fat, and 
cholesterol. A diet low in total fat 
may reduce the risk for cancers of 
the breast, prostate, colon and rec- 
tum. This type of diet will probably 
be low in saturated fat and choleste- 
rol, and it may also reduce the risk 
of heart disease. 

Eat more foods that contain starch 
and fiber. Most of us eat a diet that is 
low in both starch and fiber. Health 
experts recommend we increase the 
amounts of starch and fiber in our 
diets by eating more fruits, vegeta- 
bles, potatoes, whole grain breads 
and cereals, and peas and beans. 
Some research indicates a Giet high 
in fiber may reduce the risk of colon 
and rectal cancer. 

Try to limit your sugar intake. A 
diet high in sugar promotes tooth de- 
cay. Sugary foods are also often high 
in fat and calories and low in vita- 
mins and minerals. 

Also try to limit your sodium in- 
take. Too much sodium in your diet 
may contribute to high blood pres- 
sure, especially for those people with 
a family history of high blood pres- 
sure. 

If you drink alcoholic beverages, 
do so in moderation. Drinking too 
much can lead to health problems. 
Alcoholic drinks are high in calories 
and low in vitamins and minerals.

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COUNCIL SAYS NO TO DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S DEMAND FOR DRUG MONEY

The Elba City Council unan- 
imously adopted a two million dollar 
budget for the 1994-95 fiscal year 
during the Monday night meeting. 

The budget was modified slightly 
from the original proposal presented 
to the council members several 
weeks ago. The changes were to al- 
low a line item of $136,880 to repay 
short term borrowed funds due dur- 
ing the year. This includes loans 
from the two local banks. 

Adjustments made include adding 
in $51,850 of income from FEMA 
funding. 

Also included was several budget 
cuts. $1500 to the Coffee County 
Arts Alliance and $1200 to the Cof- 
fee County Health Department were 
eliminated. 

The Rescue Squad appropriation 
was dropped from $4,000 to $2,000. 

Fire Department salaries for the 
next year had been estimated at 
$60,000. This was reduced to 
$40,000. 

Police Department salaries were 
reduced $5,000 by eliminating the 
$25.00 monthly hazardous duty pay 
local police officers have received 
since December 1986. Police De- 
partment repair and * mairitenance 
was reduced from $2,000 to $1,000. 
Mayor Ricky Haywood explained 
the department had recently com- 
pleted extensive renovation of the 
upstairs and didn’t expect much 
need for repairs during the coming 
year. 

The Recreation Department sal- 
aries were reduced from $65,000 to 
$45,000. 

The above cuts in the written bud- 
get allowed for the repayment of the 
borrowed money. 

There was some discussion of 
cutting the $27.50 of police uniform 
cleaning allowance. However Assist- 
ant Chief Maxwell Hooks noted they 
were planning to buy a limited num- 
ber of additional uniforms and the al- 
lowance was needed to assure the 
existing uniforms were well main- 
tained. 

Police Chief Jack Parker is on 
medical leave but addressed the City 
Council on an ongoing dispute with 
the District Attorney Joel Folmar’s 
office. 

Parker explained that the DA was 
demanding Elba tum over to the 
Drug Task Force the money received 
from DEA for Officer L. C. Cook’s 
assistance in Trooper R. W. Whit- 
worth’s 1993 half million dollar 
drug bust. 

Parker pointed out that no Drug 
Task Force people were used in the 
action. He also explained that Elba 
got part of the money because he 
filed the necessary paperwork with 
the Justice Department, and the 
DA’s office could have done the 
same thing. 

The Justice Department form, 
DAG-71, which Parker filed re- 


questing part of the $511,780 found 
in the mattress in the back of a rental 
truck, spells out what the funds will 
be used for. 

It listed vehicles, pistols, radios, 
bullet proof vests, and other police 
equipment. 

Parker explained that this use had 
been approved by the Justice De- 
partment and any other use would be 
in violation of the agreement with 
the U. S. Justice Department. 

A letter which accompanied the 
check for $33,954.91 and signed by 
U. §. Attorney Redding Pitt 
read, “These funds must be used for 
the law enforcement purposes stated 
in your Application for Transfer of 
Federally Forfeited Property...” It 
also stressed that these funds must 
increase and not supplant appropri- 
ated operating budget. 

Parker also presented an opposing 
opinion from an attorney with the 
Alabama League of Municipalities 
which suggested that in his opinion 
the City must turn over the money to 
the Drug Task Force. 

Attorney Joseph Kettler noted the 
agreement with the task force was 
“poorly written” but he felt it was 
binding. 

Parker said that in talking with 
him personally, Kettler has said the 
money belonged to the City. 

Parker closed by saying, “This is 
our money and let's keep it.” 

Council members expressed opin- 


_ ions that the money belonged to Elba 


and the council later approved buy- 
ing two new police cars with 
$26,328.00 of the money. 

The 1994 Fords will be purchased 
from Long Lewis Ford, the lone bid- 
der for these two new vehicles. 

Council member Bill Brunson ab- 
stained from voting on the purchase, 
expressing concern over spending 
the money and later having some au- 
thority say they must turn it over to 
the drug task force. 

Mayor Haywood read a letter re- 
ceived from Opp Mayor Tony 
Moore. The letter, addresed to Police 
Chief Jack Parker, was commending 
Assistant Chief Maxwell Hooks for 
his assistance following the recent 
murder of Mr. John D. Wilson. The 
letter read that, “Mr. Hooks played 
an essential part in the investigation 
from the beginning to the final ar- 
rest...and he conducted himself in a 
highly professional manner.” 

The council voted unanimously to 
make permanent, after a six month 
trial, the teenage curfew ordinance. 
Police Chief Parker and Assistant 
Chief Maxwell Hooks had pre- 
viously testified that this was an ef- 
fective tool for law enforcement. 

They also gave approval for a 
cost of living raise in retirement pay 
for retired city employees. Mayor 
Haywood had recommended approv- 
al of this action for retired former 
workers, The cost to the city will be 
an estimated $218.12 per month. 

A $70,000 six month demand

$1,312.50 in interest and renew the 
note. This was money borrowed last 
March to pay the annual Workman’s 
Comp insurance bill. 

The council members also re- 
luctantly approved an additional 
$3,000 payment to the Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental Man- 
agement (ADEM) as part of the per- 
mitting process on a trash landfill. . 

Peters-Mitchell was approved as 
the engineering firm to obtain some 
$24,000 of state: funding to repair 
some highway right-of-way damage 
resulting from the July flooding. The 
work will be done on the Old Sam- 
son Highway, Herman Driggers 
Drive and Martin Luther King Drive. 

After months of wrangling, the 
city council finally approved pay- 
ment of City Attorney Mark Vau- 
ghan’s submitted bills. This was the 
first approval of paying any of his 
bills since April. 
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Elba City Council adopts $2,000,000.00 budget 


At issue was the many hours of 
work Vaughan recorded on the 
saa A firing lawsuits filed against 
the City of Elba. The City’s in- 
surance company’s adjustors have 
indicated they will not recommend 
the insurance company pay any of 
the local attomey bills.

FY-95 BUDGET SHOWS INCREASE OF $1.3 MILLION OVER LAST YEAR'S 


Coffee County Commission approves $8.6 million budget

Cities and towns within Coffee

In Monday’s lengthy meeting of rate - $17 per ton. 


the Coffee County Commission, the 
discussion centered around the bud- 
get for the fiscal year 1994-95, 

Commissioners also talked about 
the roads, landfill, awarded bids on 
several items and handled some rou- 
tine business. 

At first, members of the commis- 
sion balked on approving the more 
than $8.6 million 1994-95 budget, 
Bue later in the meeting it was adopt- 


Commissioner Bill Faulk ques- 
tioned why two items - funds for a 
new building for Mapping & Apprai- 
sal and radios for the two county 
coroners - were not included in the 
new budget. 

Several months ago, Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns came 
before the commission requesting a 
building to house valuable mapping 
& appraisal records and equipment. 
He was told that this was not possi- 
ble at the time due to the fact that “it 
was not in the budget.” 

Faulk suggested that $40,000 - an 
estimated figure supplied by Burns - 
be included in the new budget since 
the commission agreed that the facil- 
ity was needed to house the records. 

The records are presently being 
stored in the Farm Center (arena 
building), Faulk contends that not 
only would a new facility be a better 
place to store records, but that in the 
long run it would be cheaper. 

Relative to the other item in ques- 
tion, Faulk suggested that funding be 
included in the budget for police ra- 
dios for the two county coroners, 

After delaying the vote on the 
budget for a short time, the commis- 
sioners, after a lengthy discussion of 
the two items, later conditionally 
gave its approval. 

The two items were not included 
as budget items; however, commis- 
sioners agreed to provide funds for a 
mapping & appraisal storage facility 
when funds become available, 

On providing radios for the two 
coroners, the mater is to be looked 
into further, 

The new budget included an al- 
most 5 percent increase in salaries 
for county employees, Half of the in- 
crease is a cost-of-living raise while 
the remainder is a merit raise, All 
employees will receive the cost-of- 
living raise, but not all will get a 
merit increase, 

The two big items in the FY 
1994-95 budget were the General 
Fund at $2.99 million and the Land- 
fill Fund at $2.41 million, 

A recommendation by the landfill 
committee to increase tipping fees at 
the landfill were approved by the 
commission, 

The tipping fee for all contrac- 
tors, except those in Coffee County, 
will increase from $17 per ton to 
$17,27 per ton, 

Non-contractual rates for out-of- 
county users of the landfill will in- 
crease from $22 per ton to $23.50. 


The minimum fee for individuals 
(in-county) using the landfill was 
lowered from $4 to $2.50 on garbage 
weighing in at less than a ton. 

All new rates will become effec- 
tive on October 1, 1994. 

Two county residents addressed 
the commission on “road problems” 
- one with s rs and one concerm- 
ing road maintenance. 

Marge Farmer presented the com- 
missioners with a petition signed by 
the residents living in the 200 block 
of Yellowleaf Drive in Enterprise. 

Ms. Farmer requested that “speed 
bumps” be installed on the street. 

“We have 31 minor children in 
the 200 block of Yellowleaf Drive 
alone,” said Farmer. “Speeders are 
creating a danger. We want the 
speed limit [25 m.p.h.] obeyed!” 

Both County Engineer Mark Pool 
and County Attorney Kenneth Fuller 
explained to Ms, Farmer and mem- 
bers of the commission that the in- 
stallation of “speed bumps” would 
not be possible. 

Pool stated that “speed bumps” 
are not approved traffic control de- 
vices and are not included in the 
state’s Uniform Traffic Control De- 
vices manual. 

According to Fuller, “there is a 
question of liability concerning 
‘speed bumps’ and the installation of 
such devices could cause problems.” 

After a short discussion, Commis- 
sion Chairman Lawrence Creel as- 
sured Ms, Farmer that police (the 
area is within the police jurisdiction 
of the City of Enterprise) would be 
contacted and a request for more 
speeding enforcement would be 
made. 


Mike Estes questioned why Co. 
Rd. 731 was not being maintained 
(graded) all the way to the end of the 
road. 

Pool explained that the road was 
being graded - according to the mo- 
tor grader operator - the same as it 
has been for the past 20 years. 

During the discussion, it was de- 
termined that a problem existed be- 
tween Mr, Estes and a neighbor that 
in no way concerned the commis- 
sion. No further action concerning 
the road was taken by the commis- 
sioners. 

Several bids were awarded during 
the commission meeting. F & W 
Construction Company of Ozark was 
the low bidder on the installation of 
a one-span pre-cast concrete bridge. 
Their bid was $21,000.00. 

Receiving the contract to supply 
the county highway department with 
crushed stone was Southeast Materi- 
als of Birmingham. 

The commission elected to go 
with state bid prices on primer and 
CRS-2 emulsified asphalt. Those 
prices are .6695¢ per gallon and 
4091¢ per gallon, respectively. 

Choctaw Incorporated was low 
bidder at $20,024 per panel on sup- 
plying the count with pre-cast con- 
crete panels. 

The bid for seeding/fertilizing/ 
spreading was awarded to Coffee 
County Co-Op in Elba and The Farm 
Store in New Brockton. 

In the general business session of 
the meeting, Commissioner Bermest 
Brooks commented that Coffee 
County should look into the possibil- 
ity of becoming more competitive in 
employees salaries and wages. 

“We are providing an employce 
training facility or proving ground 
for other businesses and the sur- 
rounding counties,” stated Brooks. 


Talk One System demonstrated

A special meeting of the Elba 
School Board was held at noon on 
Wednesday, September 21st.

This wlephone accessable system 
allows parents to check on their 
child's attendance, six week or se- 
nF aot as well as any re- 
ported discipline problems. 

Alla : rye is the student’s 
Social Security number and in- 
dividual PIN number to access the 


sysiem. 

Camley explained that there are a 
number of additional services which 
can be added as parents become 
more comfortable with the system, 

The board approved an extended 
leave of absence for lunchroom 
worker Mrs, Mary Vaughan. 

Pearce gave board members sev- 
eral possible budget pictures and 
said the final figures would depend 
on decisions being made in Mont- 
gomery at the state department. 

The school must submit a bal- 
anced budget to the state department 
by October Ist of each year, The su- 

rintendent assured board members 

e would have a budget for them to 
approve before the deadline, re- 
gardless of what happened in Mont- 
gomery. He promised another spe- 
cial meeting of the board as soon as 
the numbers could be assembled and 
put onto paper. 


All commissioners acknowledged 
that the problem did exist and agreed 
that something should be done but 
took no further action. 

A brief discussion ensued when 
Engineer Pool asked for the commis- 
sion’s approval to get an official vot- 
ing district map of Coffee County 
printed. 

“Do we have an official map?” 
was the question commissioners 
asked. 

Commission Clerk Wilson Mo- 
bley told commissioners that he had 
gone to the Federal Building in 


Montgomery and compared the 
county’s map with those in the court 
file and they were the same. 

However, there is no “official 
court stamp” on the maps in Mo- 
bley’s possession and it is the opin- 
ion of the commissioners that this is, 
what is needed before an official dis- 
trict map is printed. 

Attorney Fuller was instructed to 
obtain this “official map” from the 
federal court file in Montgomery. He 
told commissioners that he felt this 
could be done within 30 to 60 days.
